Thank you so very much for your letter and for the 
taped critique of the chapter. I accept all of yOur suggestions 
with gratitude. The one exception, I suppose, is the one on 
Ford. I don't see a way to get into an argument in the book 
with his comments about "no new credible evidence." His whole 
letter can be smelled a mile away by anyone with a nose, so 
I don't think I need to stop and quibble on that. 

I will write more fully in a day or so and send you my 
autopsy chapter. I also think I will send you Chapter One, 
which I did not send earlier because it is a rather simple 
account. But it is short, and I would greatly. value having 
you read it. 

Enclosed is my own transcript of your comments at the 
end of the tape. I get into this quite directly in the intro- 
duction to the book, which I will send along when it is in 
better shape. Would you look over the attached, edit it, and 
consider letting me quote you as saying this in the intro- 
duction. I have tried there to make the very point that you 
are talking about. In the face of the failure of such 
institutions as our press, private citizens' like you and others 
have brought the government to curb in its efforts to obscure 
the whole event. I hope you can consider this.
